Ilere I picked up a new and 
most sound companion--s north-country 
Teishman, who had come out Here ‘Tsup- 
pose thirty years ago. His wife's father 
had fought the Boers in the early days. 
Ho had no lave for the Boer, least fur the 
dopper Boor, the type of man we meet in 
‘Tho Story of an African Farm,’ who 
never washes if he can help it. 

He and his brother and a leading 
lund of -R, CO. priosts once hnd to spend 
night in a small house with eome half- 
Sdozen of these people on their return from 
pplnny abner He Yalatand {Phag bed han 
‘away sonic’ inonth or six wecks ina dirly 
oceupation, and remained utterly unwashed. 
Four of these were mon, and my friend 
and his two companims had to 
sleep in“ the one bed in_a_Jittle bit 
of. a room, Nono of the four sitipped, 
and the atmosphere sean — becime 
poisonous. Awaking at 3 a m., they tried 
to open the small window, but it was nniled 
down, 
to get out and sit on the .stoey for the re- 
mainder of the night.
